These objects are of sufficient importance to the v of the com- 
munity to warrant their being undertaken at the public expense, if not 
attainable by other means; but it must be satisfactory to learn that they 
can be effected with considerable profit, and consequently form a legiti- 
mate object of commercial enterprise.

With this view, a plan 
was long since formed, which has und the ideration of tical 
and scientific men, and the result is, that a complete scheme has been 
matured for conveying the sewage water of London, by means of a system 
of pumping engines and pipes, analogous to that of the t water com- 
panies, and thus distributing the fertilizing fluid over the land, in such 
manner and esenione as may be best adapted to the various kinds of 
field and garden cultivation. 


The average quantity for agriculture is estimated at 80 tons per acre, 
which can be supplied within about 20 miles round the metropolis at a 
price less than a quarter of the cost of stable or farm-yard manure, con- 
taining an equal proportion of fertilizing matter, and will prove of greater 
efficiency, besides being much more convenient and economical in the 
distribution. 

The lane oe | results of sewage water as a manure have been long 
since exemplified in the neighbourhood of Edinburgh and other places, 
as explained in the report of Mr. Smith, of Deanstone, to the Health of 
‘Towns Commission, shewing, in some instances, more than a tenfold in- 
crease of produce. It should further be observed, that several eminent 
horticulturists, in the neighbourhood of London, have practically demon- 
strated the value of this manure on their own grounds, and can be re- 
ferred to for the satisfaction of those who take an interest in the matter, 


The scope of the Company’s first operations upon which the calcula- 
tions are based, will be limited to the drainage of the district comprised 
by the King’s Scholar’s-pond and Ranelagh sewers, with the concurrence 
of the Commissioners, who have evinced the most cordial disposition to 
facilitate the objects of the Company. The contents of these sewers will 
be conveyed by an intercepting sewer into a well or covered receptacle, 
and thence raised by powerful steam engines, and distributed by pipes 
over an extent of sixty square miles through the gardening and agricul- 
tural districts to the westward. Another important feature of this un- 
dertaking will be the application of the manure to poor and waste lands, 
which will be thereby rendered abundantly productive, with great profit to 
the cultivators. 


The capital required to carry this part of the plan into effect is caleu- 
lated at about 300,000/. to which sum (being only 10/. per share) the calls 
will be limited in the first instance, until the operation of the Company 
shall be extended to the other districts. A careful and moderate calcula- 
tion has been made of the annual outlay and income, the result of which 
shews that the return will be from 10 to 15 per cent.

LITERARY INTELLIGENCE. 


ANTIQUITIES OF GREECE.—The following monuments, the 
frait of the travels of M. Le Bas in Greece, are about to be 
placed, by order of the Minister of Public Instruction in France, 
in a hall of the Louvre assigned to them by the king, beside 
the Museum of Antiquities and the collection brought from 
Nineveh :—a Votive bas-relief, representing Theseus, naked, 
invoked as the protector-hero of Attica;—a funeral shaft, or 
broken column, of a good period, presenting a young girl in the 
act of bidding adieu to her father and mother ;—the fragment of 
a frieze, supposed to have belonged to one of the small temples 
of the Acropolis destroyed by time or by war—and representing 
a scene in the combat of the Amazons;—a Votive bas-relief, 
from Cortynia in Crete, which exhibits Jupiter, seated, on his 
right Hebe and Mercury, or rather, perhaps, Europa and Cad- 
mus, who were particularly worshipped in Cortynia. In the 
right corner is a draped figure, less in size than the three 
divinities, and in the attitude of a suppliant ;—the fragment of a 
small statue, wanting the head and a part of the arms and legs, 
but which it is easy to recognise as Hercules seated on a rock, 
by the lion-skin spread on the rock and the club still remaining ; 
—a bas-relief, in which figure the nine Muses, with their attri- 
butes, between Mercury and Apollo, and appearing, from the 
inscription on the plinth, to be a monument consecrated to the 
latter god. It is of coarse workmanship, and a late period, 
scarcely deserving, it is said, the name of Art; and interesting 
only as a page in the history of its decline among the Greeks, 
and a proof of the survival of the Hellenic usages down to the 
latest times of paganism ;—a leaden weight, a mina, from the 
island of Chios, representing a Sphynx seated on a vase; to- 
gether with a dozen marbles, having inscriptions, all from the 
town of Mylasa, in, Caria,—and all, it is said, of historic im- 
portance.
